says: "That for more than twenty 
•ears the offal of tho brewery and other 
Uth and slime has settled hi that pool; 
hat this filth and slime cannot possibly 
be washed out by natural flow or other- 
wise, except through the water works 
pipes—that as-a consequence the water 
cannot be used for cooking or drinking, 
and that this action of the council 
las 
caused 
wide-spread 
disatisfac- 


ion,. and our. lax-payers, are afraid 
that 
our 
water 
works,' . in.tjjnd- 


ed to be the best in the United States, 
will hereafter be.. of no. value, except! to 
extinguish fires, wash buggies . and run 
elevators," and he wants the council to 
stop in its "mad career long, enough to 
think" that five-sixths of 'the people 
voted for a system of water works having 
for a supply: For the first year, wells; 
for the second and third years, wells and 
Spy Eun; for all tune after that a pipe 
to the French Brewery pool placed above 
tho brewery. 


The position which Mr. Hottler takes 


in this communication is in direct con- 
flict with his record on this question of 
supply. The captain and his friends, in 
the council and out of it, have insisted 
that the river water, flowing from the 
feeder dam over a gravelly ..bed, woujd 
come to the pumps pure, and. now, when 
a council resolves to place .ft pipe so that 
this pure, water may flow1 to the pumps, 
he wants them enjoined. 


Mr. Hettter's remedy for this great 


calamity with which we are threatenec 
is to change the location of the pipe from 
below to a point in the river above thi 
brewery. While there can be no ques 
tion but that the change should be made
